The effect of the All-America at exhibi- 
tions this season in creating interest in 
shows by additional exhibitors and larger 
entries is indeed encouraging. Perhaps we 
are foolish in our belief that the A-A has 
stimulated this interest. As CATS goes to 
press Garden State’s great show at Newark 
has 50 more entries than were listed a 
year ago. At the Milwaukee Cat Show, 
November 1-2, 20 more exhibitors were 
listed than a year ago. At Milwaukee, the 
majority AA and A-M awards and certi- 
ficates in the Midwest were presented as 
part of the activities joined in by the 
newspapers and excellent cooperation of 
the city’s radio facilities. 

At Newark a radio broadcast was sched- 
uled in which New Jersey’s top-ranking 
All American cat was honored and its proud 
owner receiving the awards. At Long 
Beach, California, the All-America was 
carried throughout to stimulate interest. 
The California awards were presented and 
Station KFOX responded by broadcasting 
the festivities. Opening shot for the 1948 
season began last August at Shows in Van- 
couver and Toronto, Canada and at Min- 
neapolis. However, CATS was not pre- 
pared to carry out its part with the AA 
motif because of major changes in print- 
ing contracts, moving of offices and the 
technical setbacks that arise from a major 
move. 

To those who handled the Brooklyn-Long 
Island show goes the distinction of present- 
ing the first 1947 All America and All Sec- 
tional awards. These consisted of the cer- 
tificates of awards for Eastern winners. 
The attraction was viewed by a very large 
turnout.

THE LONG-HAIR SIAMESE 


By Ida M. Mellen 


Author of “A Practical Cat Book’ 


In the spring of 1945 a remarkable cat 
died in California. Her name was Donna, 
she was fourteen vears old and the mother 
of thirty-seven Persian-Siamese kittens. 

Her owner, Mr. Richard Haden Hood of 
Los Angeles, considered her the most beau- 
tiful cat he had ever seen. For many years 
he has been raising cats, not for sale or 
exhibition, but as a hobby, ice., solely for 
personal enjoyment and the advancement 
of good health. He began to breed Persian- 
Siamese cats by chance about twenty-four 
years ago and during the last eleven years 
has devoted his attention exclusively to this 
breed. In all he has bred about 200 cats 
They are alert, clever, affectionate, playful 
and gentle. In fact he has found them the 
most pleasing of all cats. Because of meat- 
rationing he bred only three kittens between 
1941 and 1945. His cats now numbering ten 
and one in Massachusetts are the only ones 
of their kind in the western hemisphere and 
probably in the world. 

Before the war, Dr. K. Tjebbes of 
Sweden owned some Persian-Siamese cats 
which he had bred genetically, but it has 
not been possible to ascertain whether any 
of these are living 
cats. 


The war was hard on 


Mrs. Virginia Cobb of Massachusetts also 
raised this breed genetically and her lovely 
Per Thai remains a pleasant memory to 
this writer, who had the privilege of hold- 
ing him in her lap for a few minutes at one 
of the shows in New York. 
there a more lovable cat, or, indeed, a more 
winsome animal of any species. Mrs. Cobb 
at present has but one cat of this rare 
breed. 


Never was 


It is difficult to produce a new breed of 
cat. If one’s goal is the long-haired Sia- 
mese, one must mate Persian with Siamese 
to produce the hybrids that carry the de- 
sired genes, eliminating the undesirables 
The hybrids must be interbred with great 


care from the viewpoint of both breeder 
and geneticist, and after about four gen- 
erations one will be rewarded with a new 
breed of cat, no longer a hybrid but one 
that will breed true when mated to another 
of its own breed. This is a great achieve- 
ment. 

Dr. Tjebbes’ and Mrs. Cobb’s cats were 
seal points. Mr. Hood is the only person 
who has ever bred both seal point and 
blue point Persian-Siamese. The kittens 
have blue eyes, long hair, and strangely 
enough, webbed front toes!! 

The original Persians used in these 
crosses by Mrs. Cobb were black, those 
used by Dr. Tjebbes, white. Mr. Hood 
used silver Persians, which carry both 
black and white in their ancestry. 

All three breeders have been enthusiastic 
in agreeing that this rare and captivating 
breed is worth all the trouble involved in 
producing it. In California the breed is 
now fixed, and it is hoped that it may be 
perpetuated as an honor to the cat family.

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MORE ABOUT GENES 


By Florence Kemmer 


Modern genetics was founded by Gregor 
Johann Mendel, an Austrian monk who 
lived at the time of the Civil War. Men- 
del applied a powerful curiosity and a clear 
mind to the problem of simplifying the 
heredity of garden peas so underlying 
genetic principles might be observed. All 
Mendel’s work was nearly lost in the sci- 
entific debate over Darwin’s “Origin of the 
Species.”” In 1900, sixteen years after Men- 
del’s death, three European biologists 
stumbled on his original papers. After 
Mendel’s principles had been confirmed, 
geneticists used them in all problems of 
heredity and evolution. Sometimes Men- 
del’s frail principles seemed too general to 
include all the knowledge of genetics; but 
today, even as more complex workings of 
genetics are being revealed, they stand as 
a solid foundation. 

The chief aim of genetics is to discover, 
classify, and to explain the facts of her- 
edity and variation. Heredity is the tend- 
ency of animals to resemble their ancestors 
and relatives. Variation is the tendency to 
depart or differ in any particular from 
others of their kind. They are fundamental 
pecularities of protoplasm. Both are es- 
sential to the progress of the individual and 
of the species. One holds gains already 
made. The other provides the innovations 
which result in change and continued de- 
velopment. Variation creates new kinds of 
living things. Heredity preserves them. 

In pairs of genes which regulate a single 
characteristic, one gene is usually more ef- 
fective than the other. This dominant gene 
determines the characteristic, while the re- 
cessive gene is passed along only to be ex- 
pressed when it later occurs with another 
recessive. Thus when a blue-eyed indi- 
vidual is mated to a brown-eyed one from 
a prevailing brown-eyed family, the off- 
spring will be brown-eyed. When these 
brown-eyed offspring are mated to indi- 
viduals of similar ancestry (one parent 
blue-eyed and the other brown) three- 
fourths of the offspring will be brown- 
eyed and one-fourth blue-eyed. However 
one will carry two genes for brown eyes, 
two will have a two to three chance of 
carrying blue-eyed genes, and the fourth 
would carry two genes for blue-eyed color 
each grandparental type reappears in a defi- 
nite proportion of the grandchildren. The 
appearance of one blue-eyed offspring 
among the otherwise brown-eyed progeny 
of two brown-eyed parents, represents the 
reappearance of a recessive gene. It is an 
indication of a difference which was already 
present in the ancestry of the parents, which 
came to light when two genes for blue-eyes 
met in the chance combination of an egg 
and a sperm each carrying blue. 


The reappearance of ancestral traits may 
sometimes be delayed for so long that the 
variation when it appears may seem to be 
entirely new. When the individuals, which 
are crossed, differ in only one character, 
little variation occurs among the offspring. 
When a cross brings together individuals 
unlike in several characteristics, variation 
is much greater, for the number of possible 
combinations will increase. Size or quanti- 
tative characters, in so far as they are in- 
heritable, also show this increased vari- 
ability following a cross. If a genetically 
large animal is crossed with a genetically 
small one, the first generation offspring are 
often intermediate in height, and uniform, 
but THEIR descendants are generally high- 
ly variable, ranging all the way from large 
to small. There is reason to believe that 
this increase in variability is due to a re- 
combination of genes, although here the 
genes effect the same character size. 

For people who have bought a female 
from a prize winning strain and mated her 
to a male that has covered himself with 
glory in the shows and the offspring, which

ARRIVE IN 


Russian blues, believed to be the first im- 
ported to America, arrived in September 
from England. The cats, Dunloe Jan 
(GCCF 40498) and Dunloe Blue Silk 
(GCCF 40495), have been purchased by 
Mr. Gaston A. Comhaire of Buda, Texas. 

Arrangements were completed after sev- 
eral months of negotiations between Mr. 
Comhaire and the English breeder, and they 
were received in New York by Miss Elsie 
G. Hydon, who shipped them to Texas. 
The Russians were flown by trans-Atlantic 
plane. 

Two additional shipments will be received 
by Mr. Comhaire, including a set of three 
female kittens in early December from 
England, and one male and three females 
from Denmark around the first of the year. 

Eyes of the lovers of foreign sho: “hair 
cats will be focused toward Texas fo: the 
next several months. It is not expected 
that any of these Russians will be ex- 
hibited this season, although there is a pos- 
sibility that because of the proximity of 
Buda to New Orleans, a first showing may 
be undertaken at the exhibition to be held 
there this coming March. 

For those who desire to keep a record of 
this new breed of foreign shorthairs, the two 
Russians now in Texas are a “brother-sis- 
ter act,” having been born February 24, 
1947, and sired by Dunloe Blue Socks 
(GCCF 35273) ex Dunloe Aphrodite 
(GCCF 35519). Sire of Blue Socks is Dun- 
loe Blue Boy (GCCF 33741), winner of a 
championship certificate, ex Dunloe Katrina 
(GCCF 35271). Aphrodite also was sired 
by Blue Boy, but is out of Sylvan Tinkle- 
bell (registration number not available).

According to Mr. Comhaire, he does not 
plan to breed the recent imports, but in- 
stead will wait until he receives his second 
and third shipments. “I do not like very 
close breeding, therefore, I have ordered 
some different bloodline kittens from Den- 
mark, and hope by crossing with the Eng- 
lish kittens, will get some really fine stock,” 
he writes. 

That Mr. Comhaire plans to specialize in 
Russians is indicated in his following com- 
ment: “Some day, before very long, we 
will have Russians by the dozens in the 
United States and Canadian Shows.” 


The Russians should NOT be confused 
with the British blues, popular English do- 
mestic shorthairs. In addition to several 
minor characteristics the major factor is 
that the Russians have vividly green eyes 
while the British possess copper, orange or 
yellow eyes. 


It is expected that with the arrival of the 
Russians, all associations will adopt the 
standard set forth by the Governing Coun- 
cil of the Cat Fancy (England), if and 
when the cats are exhibited in the United 
States and Canadian show rings. For the 
information of all, the G.C.C.F. Russian 
Standard is herewith presented: 

Cotor: Bright blue, even throughout, 
and free from tabby markings or shadings; 
medium to dark shade of blue, and no white 
permissible. (25 pts.). 

Coat: Very short, close and lustrous, and 
of a sealskin-like texture. (25 pts.).

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HOW TO GIVE YOUR CAT A PHYSICAL EXAM 


The importance of a periodic physical ex 
amination for every cattery inmate cannot 
be overstressed. In fact this is the onh 
way an abnormality affecting a cat’s good 
health and condition can be readily dis- 
covered and treated. Those who would 
scoff at the idea of “looking for trouble” 
have only to experience an epidemic of one 
sort or another in their catteries to appre- 
ciate the value of this procedure. 

Some of our most successful breeders 
thoroughly inspect their cats several times 
a week, and in this way are able “to nip 
in the bud” such conditions as skin trouble, 
ear mites, inflamed gums, sore eyes and 
all other conditions considered undesirable. 
Slight irregularities, permitted to go un- 
challenged, often assume such proportions 
that the cure is unpleasant for both cat and 
breeder. 

When examining a cat, one should start 
with the head, for it is here, in the ears, 
mouth and eyes, that trouble often lurks. 
In examining a cat’s mouth, grasp the hea¢l 
firmly with the left hand, using the thumb 
to hold it open. This method will make it 
possible to locate loose teeth, inflamed 
gums, or a painful accumulation of tartar.

easily with cotton-wrapped fingers, but 
veterinary assistance is required for an 
adult cat. Heavy deposits of tartar should 
not be permitted to remain on a cat’s 
teeth because if it works up under the gums, 
a serious and sometimes fatal infection may 
result. Tartar removal requires special 
equipment and a veterinary should be con- 
sulted. 

When examining a cat’s ears, one should 
exercise caution. Ears are tender and sen- 
sitive, and should be treated gently. The 
external opening of the ear is a favorite 
breeding ground for parasites, which bur- 
row into the skin causing extreme itching 
and pain. The base of the external open- 
ing may become filled with a dark, waxv,

rancid secretion which should be cleaned 
out, using a cotton applicator dipped in 
warm olive oil. The clean ear should then 
be treated with alcohol, ether, or a solution 
of peroxide and water. 


Sometimes a blow at the side of the head 
will result in injury to the upper third of 
the ear thus causing inflammation of the 
cartilage. Minor ear ailments can be safely 
treated at home, but canker or “running 
ear” require veterinary assistance. 


Cat’s eyes, as a rule, cause little trouble. 
After exposure, “running eyes” sometimes 
result, but they will respond to a treatment 
consisting of several washings with warm 
boric acid solution. 


Swollen inner eyelids, accompanied by 
difficulty in breathing are danger signs re- 
quiring immediate treatment. The raw, 
pulpy-looking inner eyelid is often associated 
with distemper. Next, the body and its 
appendages should be examined. By run- 
ning the tips of the fingers through the 
coat and against the skin, any eruptions 
such as ring worm spots or mange, tumors 
or sores, can be detected. After a little 
practice, one’s finger tips become quite sen- 
sitive to any irregularity. 


Contagious skin diseases are the most 
stubborn of all cat ailments to bring un- 
der control. 


The cat’s paws should be periodically in- 
spected, too, for sometimes foreign bodies 
lodge between the toes causing great dis- 
comfort. Except in isolated cases, claw 
clipping is rarely necessary and is not rec- 
ommended “on general principles.” How- 
ever, if claws do require clipping, one 
should use the proper cutting tool, never 
a pair of scissors. The latter will cause 
the nails to split to the quick and subject 
the cat to weeks of painful walking. 

It takes only a little time to systematical- 
ly examine a cat, but the time spent pays 
big dividends. To paraphrase those well 
known words, “big troubles from little 
troubles grow.”

The non-cancerous 
growths are known as benign tumors and 
the cancerous tumors are usually either car 
cinoma or sarcoma. 

Without into the scientific 
details about these growths, one may say 
that most of those that arise from the out- 
side skin are benign or in other words not 
malignant. Those that arise from the mu 
cous membrane are usually 
cancerous growths.

Probably the most 
common site of cancerous growth is in the 
breast and in the uterus. 

In Kirk’s book “Diseases of the Cat,” he 
quotes the third report of the Imperia' 
Cancer Research Foundation and _ states 
that of eleven cases of tumors in cats, seven 
proved to be cancer. Of these, four were 
in the breast, one in the esophagus and one 
in the tongue. Tumors usually develop in 
older cats, that is, in those eight years of 
age or older, though young cats may alsv 
get them. 

Any small growth which appears on the 
cat and suddenly starts growing and which 
quite evidently is not an infection or in-

flammatory swelling, should be looked upon 
with suspicion and should be examined by 
a qualified veterinarian. I believe most 
authorities will that the best pro- 
cedure in such a case is to remove either 
a portion of the tumor or the whole tumor 
as the case may be, and have the tissue ex- 
amined by a pathological laboratory. If 
the disease is well advanced and the tumor 
proves to be malignant the most humane 
(as economical) procedure is to 
have the sick cat painlessly put to sleep. 
In some of the malignant tumors the 
cells invade the surrounding tissues very 
rapidly, or are carried to distant organs 
by either the lymph or blood stream and 
these start other tumors. Thus, it is easily 
understandable that the cat in such a case is

eventually doomed. 

Conversely, if the tumor is not cancerous 
or if the cancer is removed very early the 
chances for recovery are excellent, indeed, 
and you may save your pet much needless 
suffering.
